County Will Spend 


Million More But 


Tax Rate to Drop 


A million dollars more w ill be 
spent through the Riverside coun­ 
ty m aster budget during the 1943­ 
44 fiscal year than during the 12 
m onths ended June 30, last, but 
the tax rate will be approxim ate­ 
ly 10 cents less on each $100 ol 
assessed valuation than was lev­ 
ied for 1942-43. 
This paradoxical situation was 
disclosed this week as the prelim ­ 
inary budget for the present fiscal 
year was m ade public in printed 
form by the County Board ol 
Supervisors. 
The 
final budget, 
covering expenditures of all coun­ 
ty departm ents during the 
12 
m onths that started July 1, will 
be adopted last this month and 
the final tax rates established 
probably late in August. 


SHOOTING FOR $1.66 


Last year the basic county tax 
rate, which is charged against all 
property both rural and urban, 
w as $1.76 per each $100 of asses­ 
sed valuation. If the prelim inary 
budget w ere adopted as p resent­ 
ed in the printed form the su p ­ 
ervisors would have to adopt a 
rate of $1.70. However, the county 
solons have indicated they are 
aim ing for a rate of about $1.66 
and probably will reach that point 
through slashes to be made in 
hearings this week. 


Vastly increased allotm ents ol 
Federal and State charity funds 
plus large surpluses in many ol 
the accounts, 
bring about the 
strange condition under w hich 
the budget calls for a million d o l­ 
lars more expenditures yet w ith a 
lowered tax rate. 


STATE AID LARGER 


State 
apportionm ents to 
the 
county to pay the increased aged 
aid allowances voted by the state 
legislature—from $40 to$50 per 
m onth 
and 
to 
m ore 
persons 
through relaxing of relatives’ re ­ 
sponsibilities — will be approxi­ 
m ately $600,000 more for the 1943­ 
44 fiscal year than for the p re ­ 
ceding 12 months. 
W ith allotm ents of $66.158 for 
needy children and SI 1.644 for 
needy blind, the aged aid fund 
m akes a grand total of $1,036,521 
to come into the county from 
state funds in the 12 months. 


AID FROM U. S. 


During that period Federal a p ­ 
portionm ents for these same th ree 
purposes will total $882.918. 
The total welfare departm ent 
budget, including all the federal 
state and county expenditures, 
w ill reach $2,248.472 of w hich 
only $169,533 will be raised by 
taxation w ithin the county. D ur­ 
ing the preceding fiscal year the 
w elfare departm ent spent a total 
sum of $1,777,141. 
G reatest proportionate increase 
in any fund raised wholly w ithin 
the county was shown in the sa l­ 
ary fund which will rise $276.044 
over last year, reflecting the $20 
a month raises given by the su p ­ 
ervisors to all county employees 
except departm ent heads and a p ­ 
pointive officials. Last year the 
salary fund required $885.101 but 
this year it passes the million 
m ark for the first tim e in the 
county’s history as it reached $1­ 
161,145. To raise this fund will re ­ 
quire a tax rate of 99’e cents or 
nearly 60 per cent of the total tax 
rate. 


FOUR MILLION TOTAL 


G rand total of all expenditures 
under the m aster budget, fig u r­ 
ing all funds to come-from Fede­ 
ral and State sources and taxes to 
be raised w ithin the county, is 
$4.640.613, subject to further re ­ 
duction by the supervisors. Last 
y ear the budget total w as $3,567,­ 
622. However, of the 1943-44 total 
only $1,439,69 will be raised by 
taxes on real estate and personal 
property w ithin the county. One 
cent of the tax rate w ill raise 
$8500 of tax money, based on the 
appraised valuations prepared by 
C ounty Assessor F rank B urch­ 
field.

Afier Keys Re-Enacts Shooting Scene 


ra re of W illiam F. Keys, rancher and cattlem an of the Joshua 
Tree N ational M onum ent district, charged w ith the m urder of his 
neighbor. W orth Bagley. in a dispute over a road, was in the hanc’h 
of a jury late today. 


T h j defense 
closed 
its 
case 
yesterday and two state witnesses 
were called in rebuttal. 


Today D istrict A ttorney John 
N eblett presented the state’s arg­ 
um ent and Paul Barksdale d ’Orr, 
K eys’ attorney, presented the de­ 
fens 1 ciaims. 


KEYS ON STAND 


Most of this w eek’s session was 
featured by the appearance of 
Keys on the stand. The climax 
came yesterday when Keys, with 
N eblett playing the role of Bag- 
ley, re-enacted the scene of the 
shooting as the state sought to 
break his story of self-defense. 


An attem pt was made by the 
defense to prove that Bagley was 
m entally unbalanced. Keys test­ 
ified that Bagley had told him 
he \ as adm itted to the R iver­ 
side county hospital; thgt he was 
m enially unbalanced. 


REC DRDS REJECTED 


L a’"r an attem pt was m ade to 
introduce records from the V et­ 
erans' hospital at Saw telle, per­ 
taining to an exam ination of Bag- 
Icy 
when he 
was hospitalized 
there; the records of the Los A ng­ 
eles sheriff's office in reference 
to Bagley’s application for retire­ 
m ent; and the records of the Riv- 
j erside county hospital. The dis­ 
trict 
attorney 
objected 
to 
the 
records on the ground th at they 
w ere "hearsay.” The court sus­ 
tained the objection. 


Keys testified that the feud be­ 
tw een him and Bagley started 
when the latter purchased his 
property in the Joshua Tree N a­ 
tional M ounment. W hen Bagley 
purchased 
the 
property, 
Keys 
testified th at he had rem oved a 
well and m achinery belonging to 
him w ithin the 30-day period a ft­ 
er being notified by the Southern 
Pacific. He testified th at Bagley 
had threatened his life a num ber 
of times. 


ON THE GROUND? 


The state, it appears according 
to testim ony, is attem pting to 
prove that Bagley was shot while 
lying on the ground and the gun, 
w ith which he is alleged to have 
fired the first shot, placed in his 
hand after his death. 


This theory was advanced by 
o f f i c e r s who investigated the 
shooting; and Dr. W. K. Tem ple­ 
ton of Riverside, who perform ed 
the autopsy, and Dr. F ran k W ebb, 
chief autopsy surgeon of Los A n­ 
geles, who assisted him, testified 
th at the shock of the fatal wound

Lippman's Warning 


William A. Lippman, chairman 
of the local Rationing Board, calls 
attention to a very important 
statement made by an OPA exec­ 
utive in the news letter which is 
an informative bujletin being sent 
to the rationing boards. 
"It says,” Mr. Fred H. Chesnut, 
Associate Regional Mileage Ra­ 
tioning Officer, gives the present 
Regional picture on tires: "Grade 
1 tire quotas in the region for

he demand. The present situation 
as we see it at present, is that one 
out of every five applicants for

or go away empty-handed. 
“Total dealers’ stocks of Grade 
1 are sufficient to take care of 
about 30 days’ business. Grade 
III tires represent about three 
months’ supply but these tires 
must be repaired and recapped 
before they are salable. Grade. F 
camelback is short in many local­ 
ities and labor is short every­ 
where. We cannot expect to ob­ 
tain much relief by the use of 
emergency tires for the reason 
that boots and reliners necessary 
for putting them in usable condi- 
‘ion are as difficult to get as re- 
\ 
\ps.“Local Boards are urged to ex- 
,^^rcise every care in rationing 
i^fires. Obviously when a shortage 
^^x ists, those who are important 
to the w ar effort should be pro­ 
vided for first. If anyone is to go 
without, it should be the least es­ 
sential.
